FREE STATE MERCHANT'S VIEWS. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Philip L. Wes- 
sels, a prominent merchant of Bloem- 
fontein, Orange Free State, has ar- 
rived in this city.

If 20.000 burghers from Natal and 10,- 
000 more from the southern frontier 
could be suddenly concentrated against 
Cronje’s.. besiegers, his deliverance 
might be effected or at least the issue 
of the tragic struggle at Koodoosrand 
would be left in doubt. Gen. Roberts 
would have two brigades of the Seventh 
division available as a reserve against 
this concentration, and possibly an- 
other from the First Division, although 
he has a line of communication to be 
guarded for twenty-five or thirty miles 
from Modder River station. From 365,- 
000 to 40,000 men could be massed by 
Lord Roberts in an emergency about 
Koodoosrand. There is no evidence yet 
that Dutch concentration has taken 
place in that quarter on a large scale. 

Pretoria reports stated that 6000 
Boers have gone from Natal into the 
Free State. This estimate may not be 
included in the Free State forces re- 
tiring westward by Harrismith and 
Bahlehem. The Dutch forces have dis- 
appeared from Colesberg and Storm- 
berg districts, where the ritish col- 
umne, thin as they are, cannot ad- 
vance toward the Orange River. But 
the strength of the reinforcements 
available for Cronje’s assistance from 
that quarter is conjectural. 

Well-informed men in close touch 
with the War Office, agree that the 
best thing that can happen for the 
British side is the concentration of the 
entire Dutch army at Koodoosrand, 
since that policy will enable Gen. Rob- 
erts to deliver a crushing blow with 
his own forces, heavily massed a short 
distance from their railway base.

B. Delany, who says that the funda- 
mental principles of the art were put 
in operation by the first flash of light- 
ning that found within range of its 
magnetic wave a few particles of me- 
tallic dust. in the bosom of some cav- 
erned rock or mountain k.

“The thunder’s rumble imme- 
diately following shook them apart, 
making them a poor conductor. The 
clouds constituted the oscillator, the 
flash the transmitting wave, the metal- 
lic dust the coherer, and the thunder 
jar the tapper.” Mr. Delany also points 
out a circumstance in connection with 
Marconi’s work, which is beginning to 
arrest attention. It is that, notwith- 
standing the fact that hundreds of ex- 
perfmenters connected with war, navy, 
and telegraph departments in_ their 
respective countries, as well as scores 
of independent workers, all have full 
specifications’ of Marconi’s patents be- 
fore them, as well as the amplest pub- 
lished particulars of his methods, in 
no single instance have regults been 
obtained which can compare with 
those secured by Marconi himself. Mr. 
Delany holds that this striking discrep- 
ancy cannot be explained by superior 
expertness in adjusting apparatus, or 
arrangement of details; he believes that 
Marconi is not telling the world all he 
knows of wireless telegraphy. 


PETTY SWINDLER CAUGHT. 
PLAYED SYM:rATHY KaCKET ON

Foster and Detectives Steele and 
Flammer found a man answering the 
description of the swindler yesterday, 
and when arrested he gave his name as 
F. W. Polley. although he has been go- 
ing under a number of aliases.

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AN EMINENT GLASGOW PROFES- 
SOR ON THE THEME. 

{CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—In a lecture 
before the Glasgow Association, Prof. 
Lodge likened the elecirical discharge 
from the vertical wire used in wire- 
less telegraphy to an imptise along the 
thong of a whip, whereby a great dis- 
turbance or whipcrack is communi- 
eated to the air in the one 
case, and to the ether. in the 
other. This is the sending of 
the signal. At a distant station a smal! 
fraction of the effect of this sudden 
disturbance is collected by a similar 
elevated wire connected at the lower 
end with a small tube of filings called 
a “coherer,” introduced into an electric 
circuit with a battery and a relay. 
When the electric stimulus arrives, the 
filings cohere and convey the current, 
thus throwing over the tongue of the 
relay until they are tapped back and 
restored mechanically to their prev- 
iously-disconnected state. Prof. Lodge 
explained that in practice up to this 
time no attempt is made to discrim- 
inate one receiving station from an- 
other. All within range if sufficientiy 
sensitive, can pick up the signal. There 
are methods by which the sending and 
receiving stations can be tuned so as 
to respond to each other, but not to 
another station differently tuned. «The 
radiating power of an attuned or syn- 
tonic instrument, however, is less thaa 
the radiating power of an elevated 
wire, just as it is easier to obtain a 
loud sound out of a piece of string by 
using it as a whip lash and cracking i, 
than by stretching it on a sound-board

advantages which would naturally flow 
from such a relation. Among these 
@enefits and advantages, mone are 
greater than those of free and wunre- 
stricted trade with the United States 
Whatever present disposition may be 
made of the matter, this should be kept 
steadily in view as the end to be ulti- 
mately attained. 


AMERICAN TOADIES. 

Whatever may be thought in regard to 
the desirability or otherwise of an 
Anglo-American alliance, there is no 
question that the manner in which a 
cértain small coterie of effete Americans 
in the East today to the more showy 
and less desirable features of English 
life is exceedingly repulsive to a vast 
“majority of true American citizens. 
Quite recently the “hupper crust” of 
New York was all stirred up over an 
attempt of Mrs. Langtry to break into 
the trocha of the New York 400, under 
‘the guise of a charitable entertainment, 
and thrilling accounts were written of 
the snub which she received from Mrs. 
Astor, who is the female “Oom” Paul 
of the New York plutocracy. In that 
saffron sheet, the New York Journal, 
for February 16, the society editor has 
the following able and more or less in- 
teresting remarks on this subject: 

“I think it is rather unkind to Mrs. 
Astor to say that her prestige is gone 
in society because ‘she allowed her name 
to be used in connection with the Lang- 
try . Why not? Mrs. Astor is 
kind and amiable and charitable. She 
was made more or less a victim of cir- 
cumstances, and has unfortunately lent 
herself to an advertisement. She is as 
firm as a rock in her social position, and 
no one can take it away from her, as no 
one has the power. It is all nonsense 
to talk about Mrs. Haig’s ambitions. 
She can never be received at court, be- 
cause she is a remarried divorcee, and 
no woman who is not received at court 
in London can ever have much of a 
social position.” 

And has it, then, really come to this, 
that the position of a woman in Ameri- 
can society depends upon her standing 
in the British metropolis? Fortunately, 
we know that the society editor of the 
New York Journal represents but a 
very small and insignificant section of 
the American nation, or else we might, 
indeed, be tempted to believe that there 
is some foundation for the mournful 
jeremiads which appear from time to 
time in our mournful morning contem- 
poraries. Since the above was printed 
in the New York Journal, the wires 
have told us that the influence of 
“Tummy” had been brought to bear on 
Mrs. Astor in behalf of his friend, the 
Jersey Lily, and that her scruples had 
been overcome, so that Mrs. Astor's 
prestige may be tconsidered safe for 
the present. 

The same able society sharp of the New 
York Journal—who appropriately signs 
himself “Cholly”—says: “I wonder if 
Herman Oelrichs will, after all, consent 
to be Mayor of San Francisco?” What 
do those decadent New Yorkers take 
us for, anyhow? Do they perhaps think 
that we are Filipinos or Papagoes? It 
seems to be high time that the West 
should send a few missionaries to these 
ignorant and conceited “Chollies” of the 
Atlantic Coast.

rels. Wells were producing at a rate 
that promised everlasting wealth for 
their owners and people would not 
listen to any talk of their playing out. 
Now, with 69,000 wells in operation in 
the oil region a couple of barrels a 
day is regarded as a satisfying yield; 
but this region has grown. It begins 
in southern New York, runs southwest 
through Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia, then reaches into Ohio and In- 
diana. It lies parallel with the Alle. 
ghany range, and from twenty-five to 
fifty miles distant. Burning Springs, 
W. Va., is called the southmost point, 
and thirty years ago it was productive 
ground. It is not much regarded now, 
although new wells have recently been 
bored there. Of all this vast area the 
Standard Oil Company owns a third. 
In the rest of the region it buys from 
the well-owners, or renters— use 
sometimes the farmer with oil under 
his potatoes has not the money for 
making experiments, and he leases the 
right to bore on his land to a more 
pecunious or speculative person. In 
that case, if oil is struck, the farmer 
gets as rent, or royalty, one-eighth of 
the product. 

In the Pennsylvania region the oil is 
commonly found among the hills which 
expose strata of gray shale along their 
sides, occasionally striped with a coal 
seam. The dip of the stratum is slight, 
on the average, usually but 16 feet 
to the mile, yet one can never say 
whether he will have to bore 150 feet 
or half a mile. Indeed, there are wells 
in operation near Oil City that go to 
a depth of 3500 feet. The hills are cu- 
riously troughed, with a _ regularity 
suggesting city streets, by long, 
straight runnels of brooks, and are 
cleft by deeper valleys where one is lia- 
ble to find whole colonies of oll men 
and derricks by the hundred above the 
winding, muddy roads. When the der-

ESSENTIALS OF CHRISTIAN 

SCIENCE. 

Now let me tell you In the most gen- 
eral way something of what Christian 
Science is, in the hope that upon re- 
flection and investigation we may agree 
upon the essentials of Christ's religion, 
as Christian Scientists understand, be- 
lieve and practice it.

State. The whole philosophy and prac- 
tice of Christian lence is published 
to the world th Mrs. Eddy’s k, en- 
titled “Science and Health, with Key 
to the Scriptures.” The iatter part of 
the title, “with Key to the Scriptures,” 
of this marvelous book, is very signifi- 
cant: for in fact the great value of 
Mrs. Eddy’s work, or. as I believe and 


jam pleased to call it, revelation, is 


found in the light she has thrown upon 
the real, reasonable anid demonstrable 
meaning of the Scriptures, the devine 
revealment of God io man; and it 
seems to me that all merely captious 
objections, by Christian people, to 
Christian Science should be silenced by 
the fact that Mrs. Eddy distinctly an- 
nounces how in her search after the 
Truth, she took the Bible as her only 
guide, and I am sure that she does 
not amnounce any doctrine or practice 
of Christian Science that she did not 
find, and that you may not find, in

then, not trusting God for the relief 

you ask, for the chances are many to 

one that you pray with medicines in 

your pocket and doctors at your call. 

. All of you say, have «aid a tu »usand 

times, “In God wedive, move, and have 
do you really believe 


n we live, and have 
our health and immortality.” I some- 
times doubt whether you do believe it, 
for you act as if this beautiful declara- 
tion of the Allness of God were a prom- 
ise made to the ear, to be broken to 
the hope; and that, in fact, your life 


lief that“does not find expression in act 
is not an intellectual conviction; you 
may deceive others, possibly yourse'ves, 
but you cannot deceive the Infinite. I 
submit. to you this simole proposition: 
If you belleve you iive and move in 
God, should you not, as a mere act of 
intellectual integrity, of common hon- 
esty, trust your life and health te their 
infinite Keeper? 

Really, your lack of trust in God's 
healing power i¢ not very strange; it 
is the natural result of the ancestral 
opinion I spoke of a :noment ago. Our 
fathers believed, and taught us to hbe- 
lieve. that God’ makes wus sick: that 
God makes us blind and deaf and lame, 
and therefore we can easily understand 
how reluctantly and doubtingly one 
who believes that God is the fruft/ul 
source of all his sorrow and heartache, 
would go to Him with a confiding peti- 
tion for relief from the very sorrows 
He has wrought. And here is the 
marked distinction between the old 
churches’ thought of God and our 
thought of Him. Christian Scientists 
do not believe that God makes you sick 
or blind or deaf or halt, but we do be- 
lieve that God ie infinite Love, “the 
Great 3 jpaeesaazen who heals all our dis- 
eases.” 

You ask for help as a last resort, but 
you do not expect it. Perhaps I can 
illustrate the thought I am trying to 
enforce. A few years ago, in a New 
England district, the drouth was so 
great that all the churches agreed that 
on a given Sabbath there should be 
united prayer to God for rain. As the 
people from one country home we 
starting to their place of worship, a lit- 
tle girl said, “Wait for me a moment, I 
have forgotten something,” and ran 
to the house and brought out an um- 
brella; whereupon her mother, her pious 
mother, her God-fearing but not God- 
trusting mother, said, “Why, child, 
what on earth do you want with an 
umbrella today? The prospect of rain 
Was never so distant.’’ The little girl, 
with the confiding and abiding trust of 
a child, replied, “I thought you were 
going to pray to God fof rain.” 

The fact is, my friends, our respec- 
tive concepts of God are wide apart. 
Christian Scientists do not believe that 
Infinite Goodness filled the world with 
reprobates and sinners simply to give 
Himself occupation in pardoning their 
sins “to the praise of His glorious 
grace,” or in torturing them with sick- 
ness. anguish and flame “to the praise 
of His giorious justice;" but they do 
believe. and act upon the belief, that 

is infinite ve, the bountiful 
Source and Preserver of all life, the 
Great Physician who heals all our dis- 


THE MISSION OF JESUS. 

Christian Scientists believe that when 
Jesus went into the synagogue on the 
Sabbath day and read from the proph- 
ecy of Esaias, respecting the “office of 
Christ.” where it is written, “The spirit 
of the Lord is upon me, because he 
hath anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor: He hath sent me to heal 
the broken-hearted, to preach deliver- 
ance to the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty them 
that are bruised,”’ and, closing the book, 
declared to the congregation, “This 
is this scripture fulfilled in your ears.” 
Christian Scientists insist that when 


larger percentage of educated, refined 
and cultured people than Christian 
Scientists have; and nowhere on earth, 
I am sure, and I say it not boastingly, 
but as a simple statement of fact, will 
you find peo freer from the cares and 
worrtes of life, more contented in their 
business and their homes, more devoted 
to the duties of home, State and church, 


‘prompter in discharging their obliga- 


tions to neighbor and to God, stricter 
moralists, closer observers of the pro- 
prieties, more munificent abettors of 
every good work, or people richer in 
the graces and amenities of pure man- 
hood and womanhood than Christian 
Science has given to the world. 

I submit to the candid judgment of 
my fellow-men the simple proposition 
that an organization showing such re- 
sults cannot flippantly be ignored, and 
by all the tests of common candor, de- 
mands your serious, earnest thought. 

I will not discuss the stock objec- 
tions urged against Christian Science. 
They are in fact so contradictory that 
they are self-destructive. For instance, 
I noticed in an iconoclastic newspaper 
a series of interviews with inent 
people, respecting Christian ence. 
prominent Doctor of Medicine said, 
“inristian Science is a beautiful re- 
ligion; it is spiritual, devotional and 
uplifting in its thought; but it is im- 
potent and imbecile as a curative of 
human tills.” Immediately following 
this a no less minent Doctor of 
Divinity said, “Christian Science does 
effect wonderful cures of disease; the 
evidence of this is too patent to be de- 
nied: but it has no semblance of re- 
ligion.”’ 

The destructive clash of these two 
opinions has, to my mind, a forcible 
illustration in a lawsuit I had the 
pleasure of hearing when quite a small 
boy at my old home in Bloomington, 
Ill.: Mr. Lincoln, the at President, 
was defending a case brought upon a 
written guaranty of a horse, the guar- 
anty being that the horse had good 
eyes and sound lungs.

So fur as his lungs is con- 
cerned they are as sound as a bilack- 
esmith’s bellows, but sure as you're 
born the horse is moon-eyed,” 

No questions were asked this witness 
on cross-examination, and Capt. Fer- 
guson took the stand and testified: “I 
know the horse: very well; I think his 
eyes are all right. They are just as 
good as were ever put into a horse’s 
head: he can see in daylight and in 
dark, and in any of the moon’s meng: 
but his wind is a little shaky; he 
hain’t got good lungs.” 

This witness also took his seat with- 
out any questions from the defendant's 
counse 

Mr. Lincoln introduced no witness 
for his client, and went to the jury. 
upon the testimony of the plaintiff's 
witnesses; and made the briefest and 


most logical argument that was ever 


made in a court of juatice in my State.

THE NAVY TO TEST THORITE. 

{Washington Star:] The ordnance 
experts of the navy will make an ex- 
periment which may revolutionize ar- 
mored ship construction and reverse 
the present ascendancy of armor over 
projectiles, which has resulted from 
the incessant competition between the 
gun and the protection in the navies of 
the world. 

At the Indian Head ground 
an 8-inch plate has been set up under 
conditions resembling as nearly as pos- 
sible an actual ship section with its 
protective deck and flooring behind the 
armor. This strueture is to be attacked 
by a semi-armor-piercing shell from a 
10-inch rifle with a charge that will 
perforate the plate. 

The shell is to carry a small charge 
of the powerful new American explo- 
sive, thorite, made from the formula 
of Dr. Tuttle of California, whose com- 
pound, if the claims for its properties 
are sustained, will be of incalculable 
effect on the conduct of war. | 

The army made some experiments 
with thorite at Sandy Hook without 
sensational results, but naval officers 
who have had some experience with the 
terrible stuff are extremely curious re- 
garding its tremendous possibilities. 
They have found it so inert that a red- 
hot poker can be thrust into a mass of 
it, and it may be hammered to pieces 
without exploding. It detonates, how- 
ever, with the greatest ease by fuse, 
and under such circumstances it is as 
destructive as nitro-glycerine. 

If a reasonable amount of such an 
explosive could be projected through 
heavy armor plate and made to destroy 
the confined interior of a ship, its far- 
reaching effect would be inestimable in 
naval practice. The inventor of thorite 
Says that this can be readily accom- 
plished, and to demonstrate whether it 
is feasible or not the ordnance experts 
have prepared for the new experiment. 
They have selected a shell which they 
are satisfied can be made to pierce 
eight inches of Harveyized plate, and 
Dr. Tuttle undertakes to explode enough 
thorite in the shell after it passes 
through the plate to destroy the pro- 
tective deck, flooring and other ma- 
terial representing the citadel of the 
ship. Naval experts yet have not been 
able to find a powerful substance that 
would not*be exploded by the tremen- 
dous impact of the shell on the plate. 


FRENCH OFFICER ON THE BRITISH 
ARMY. 


[Pall Mall Gazette:] Capt. De Mal- 
leray of the Forty-eighth Regiment of 
the line, concludes in the current issue 
of the Revue des Revues a series of 
articles on the British army. ; 

Capt. De Malleray is of the opinion 
that too little attentiog is paid in the 
English army to the study of the ef- 
fects of modern rifie and artillery fire. 
Read in the light of recent events in 
South Africa, his remarks in this con- 
nection are curious, and the more so 
as they were written, in spite of the 
date of publication of the article, be- 
fore the outbreak of the Transvaal 
war. “To take advantage of the for- 
mation of the ground,” says Capt. De 
Malieray, ‘““‘was in the past merely a 
matter of common sense; today it has 
become a science, or, at least, a ques- 
tion in which special knowledge is nec- 
essary.” After giving one er two 
technical examples of his meaning the 
writer proceeds: “It is clear, then, that 
very nice judgment is requisite to 
utilize the formation of the ground for 
tactical purposes, and that the fac- 
ulty is no instinctive gift, and cannot 
be acquired by a few personal observa- 
tions; its exercise must be based on 
a serious study of ballistic phenomena. 
The colonial campaigns to which the 
English officer is accustomed, have not 
directed his attention to this study, 
and the less so, as in general he has 
no particular inclination to occupy 
himself with speculative problems of 
a rather dry nature. With his char- 
acteristic fearlessness he is accustomed 
to attack native troops without 
troubling much about preliminary pre- 
cautions, and it may be some time 
before he resigns himself to conduct- 
ing his advance with prudence, a 
mode of action he ts disposed to re- 
gard as not altogether worthy of hig 
traditions. 

“British infantry,” says Capt. De 
Malleray in another passage, ‘‘presents 
ay most excellent appearance when 
maneuvering on parade in close forma- 
tion, but when engaged in fleld 
maneuvers it leaves the impression that 
it is lacking in suppleness and mo- 
bility. And yet in modern battles how 


often will it be necessary to pass under 


a withering fire from close to open 
formation, or after deploying with ex- 
treme rapidity to form up again in 
To sum up, the British 
army strikes me as an engine of war 
of an antiquated pattern. It may best 
be compared, in my opinion, with a 
sort of contrivance that is half a ma- 
chine, half a tool of very ancient and 
curious design, and brilliant and ornate 
enough in appearance to flatter the 
vanity of its opulent possessor. The 
British army looks better, and is a 
greater delight to the eyes, than any 
other army that exists. But when its 
mechanism is studied, the enchantment 
ceases." This mechanism, Capt. De 
Malleray declares, is made up of an 
unworkable medley of old methods and 
new, of brand new modern improve- 
ments, associated with out-of-date ap- 
pl contrivances and traditions. 


SOLDIERS ON STILTS. 


[Pall Mall Gazette:} At the present 
time, when the whole world is eagerly 
watching the progress of the war in 
South Africa, and the relative value of 
the various arms is being not only con- 
sidered by experts, but discussed daily 
among all classes of the public, a nove! 
contrivance for getting over the ground 
quickly is being actually tested by the 
French infantry. Non-commissfoned 
officers and men of the Thirty-fourth 
Infantry Regiment have been practic- 
ing in the “Landes” on stilts, with, it 
is said, excellent results. They were 
able to move at a great pace, and to 
lay a military telegraph Wne more rap- 
idly than can be done by soldiers sim- 
ilarly employed on horseback. The 
ease with which they covered the 
ground with giant strides, planting 
the posts and fitting the wires, has ex- 
cited considerable comment on this 
side of the channel, while the wish is 
expressed that this ‘ingenious idea 
should be given a very full! trial. as it 
might prove to be of use to an army in 
the field in various ways. The soldiers 
on stilts, selected from the regiment 
Stationed at Mont de Marson, raced 
along the banks of the Adour as quickly 
as horses, placing posts and wire on 
their way. There was no difficulty. 
when the men had acquired the art of 
walking six feet above the ground, and 
they were able to do the work itn as 
very efficient manner, to the great sat- 


isfaction of those who had initiated 
this original idea. 
The peasant shepherds of the 


“Landes” have made use of high stilts 
for ages past when following their 
flocks over the vast sandy wastes, cov- 
ered with morass and marsh lands. 
which are characteristic of this region. 
In these dreary solitudes, often patched 


with short grass and heather, I have 
watched the weird figures skimmi 


legs, and resembling at a distance huge 
cranes or pelicans. They stand fre- 
quently more than six feet from the 
ground, and from long habit can walk 
freely, while retaining the freedom of 
their hands for other purposes. Hav- 
ing practiced the use of these stilts my- 
seif for a short time, I can speak from 
some little experience. The foot rests 
on @ projection of the staff, which is 
also firmly strapped to the wearer's 
leg, and with a little pains any one can 
master the initial difficulty of balance. 


NEW CLASSIFICATION OF SHIPS. 

While the United States navy is in 
every way modern, it is still officially 
classified under a law in 1858. 
before the advent of armor-clad ves- 
sels. That act rated as vessels of the 
first class steamships which carried 
forty guns or more, as second class 
those carrying less than forty guns or 
more than twenty guns, and as third 
class those carrying less than twenty 
guns. A bill reported favorably by the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee has 
for its object a classification of the ves- 
sels on an up-to-date basis. 

It provides that “vessels of 5000 tons 
displacement or more shall be classed 
as first rate, those of 3000 tons or more 
and below 5000 tons as second rate, 
those of 1000 tons or more and below 
3000 tons, as third rate, those of less 
than 1000 tons as fourth rates.” 

The bill also prescribes the grade of 
= who shall command each class 

us: 

“First and second rates by captains, 
second and third rates by commanders, 
fourth rates by lieutenant-commanders 
and lieutenants, to °o ts and 
other unclassified vessels by officers 
below the grade of lieutenant-com- 
mander.” 


DISCOVERED CERVERA’S FLEET. 

{Correspondence Boston Globe:] Com- 
modore B. 8S. Osbon of the United 
States Veteran Navy, in his speech to 
the Roosevelt command of Spanish 
war veterans, claimed the honor of be- 
ing the first to locate Cervera's fleet. 
Here are his words:

“He promised to get me copies of all 
the cablegrams that came to the Span- 
ish Consul and which related to the 
movements of the fleet, provided I 
would make it worth his while, which 
I agreed to do, paying a certain price 
for each cablegram, | 

“Altogether he gave me copies of 
eight cablegrams relating to the Span- 
ish fleet. which gave important in- 
formation regarding its movements a

"READY MONEY FOR COMMIS- 
| SARIES. 

The Secretary of War, in a letter 
to the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, dated January 17, says: “I 
transmit herewith a letter from the 
Acting Commissary-General of Sub- 
sistence, dated January 15, urging 
the importance of securing legislation 
to authorize al! officers who disburse 
subsistence funds to keep in their per- 
sonal possession for disbursement such 
restricted amounts as may be author- 
ized from time to time by the Secre- 
tary of War. Inasmuch as such offi- 
cers as are now stationed where there 
Is a treasurer or assistant treasurer 
are prohibited by section 3620 from 
keeping public funds in their posses- 
sion, the legislation suggested by the 
Acting Commissary-General of Sub- 
sistence appears to be desirable and 
expedient and is recommended to the 
favorable consideration of Congress.” 
The letter referred to encloses a letter 
dated March 10, 1898. from H. B. Os- 
good, Acting Commissary-General of 
Subsistence, in which he says: “It is 
desirable that officers of the Subsist- 
ence Department at all military posts 
should be officially authorized to keep 
a limited amount of subsistence funds 
on hand in cash to meet numerous 
small demands described, without be- 
ing placed in the position of retaining 


lawful authority. Funds from sales of 
subsistence stores accumulate in the 
hands of ‘the post commissaries at 
these posts in considerable amounts 
before opportunity for depositing oc- 
curs. This is taken practical advant- 
age of for making many necessary 
cash payments at the posts. Ready 
money for making change and for 
other more important purposes is al- 
ways needed at these posts. Payments 
for fresh beef for troops, sma!! 
ments to enlisted men for extra duty 
service, for commutation of rations 
while on furlough, for purchase of

Roberts 
shipped one carload of fifteen tons of 
the ore,” which netted him §241 clear 
profit.

CAPT. ROBERTS NOT GUILTY. 


POLICE INQUISITION AT LAST 
COMES TO AN END. 


The Commission, by a Vote of Four 
to One, Exonerates the Veteran Of- 
ficer of Charges Unbecoming an Of- 
ficer and a Gentleman—The Mayor 
Alone Dissents. 


The Police Commission resumed in- 
vestigation of the charges against 
Capt. W. C. Roberts at 9:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Owing to the large 
attendance of interested parties. the 
hearing was conducted in the Council 
chamber, as on Wednesday. | 
The proceedings opened yesterday 
with th examination of character 
witnesses called in behalf of Mrs. Eva 
V. Ryan in rebuttal of testimony intro- 
duced on Wednesday, which tended to 
discredit her charges against Capt. 
Roberts. 

The first witness was Sidney A. But- 
ler, city agent of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
He said he had known Mrs. Ryan eix 
or seven years, but had never met her 
outside of his office. He never knew 
anything about her otherwise than that 
she was a woman of good moral char- 
acter, He knew nothing about her do- 
mestic affairs, and could not testify as 
to her reputation for truth and ve- 
racity in the community where she at 


E. 8S. Chase, fleld secretary 
Southern Cali- 
fornia, testified that Mrs. Ryan was 
a member of his church at San Diego 
about eleven years ago. He had not 
seen much of her since, although she 
had called upon him once or twice in 
this city. She stood well in the church 
when he was her pastor. He admitted 
that wolves in sheep's clothing some- 
times got into the church, but he never 
had any reason to suspect Mrs. Ryan. 
His knowledge of hér character, how- 
ever, practically ended when he ceased 
to be her pastor. 
Willard D. Ball,‘ general secretary of 
the local Y.M.C.A., testified that he 
had known Mrs. Ryan for five or six 
years in a casual way, but never heard 
her reputation discussed. He knew 
her only as an anxious mother who 
ealled to see him in his official capac- 
‘ty ‘m regard to the spiritual welfare 
; ber two sons. He hati never heard 
her Character questioned. 
Police Officer Woodward was given a 
chance to explain the incident at the 
Pico Heights golf grounds wherein his 
name and that of Mrs. Ryan had been 
unfavorably ven ami He stated that he 
had been twice detailed as her escort on 
her missions to Pico Heights.

CORN DOCTOR’S CHARGES. 

The next charge taken up wags that 
preferred by Milton Combs, a colored 
man who has earned the title of “Rev. 
Dr... By combining the callings of 
preaching the gospel and doctoring 
corns. “Dr.” Combs is a staunch friend 
of former Chief of Glass. whose 


corns he attended during the latter’s 
term of office as tenderly as the ex- 
Chief now cultivates other corn on his 
Gardena ranch. 

Combs’s complaint was to the effect 
.that Capt. Roberts gave bad advice to 
a young colored girl, Emma Freeman, 
whom Combs undertook to rescue from 
a life of shame last summer. The 
young negress was serving a term in 
the City Jail for vagrancy when “Dr.” 
Combs befriended her, and offered her 
a home in his family if she would 
abandon her evil ways. At the expira- 
tion of her jail sentence, Coombs took 
her before Capt. Roberts for a lecture, 
and the captain, according to an affi- 
davit made by Combs, encouraged her 
to continue leading a life of sin, in- 
stead of advising her to reform. The 
affidavit also stated that the captain 
repeatedly “nudged her on the leg,” 
while talking to her. : 

Combs did not complain to the Chief 
of Police about this alleged misconduct 
of the captain until some months after- 
ward, when charges had been prepared 
against him by others, and it seemed 
probable that he would be dismissed 
from the force in disgrace. Combs de- 
nied that his friendship for Chief Glass 
induced him to make the affidavit after 
keeping quiet about the matter so long, 
but it was a remarkable coincidence 
that his conscience was awakened on 
the subject at the very time the town 
was being raked over with a fine-tooth 
comb for evidence that would justify 
the degrading of the. veteran police 
captain, which had just taken place. 
This. however, was but one of many 
similar coincidences in the case. 

Before proceeding with the examina- 
tion of the Combs charges, Attorney Le- 
compte Davis, for the defense, moved 
the dismissal of the case, on the ground 
that there was no allegation in the com- 
plaint which would warrant dismissal 
from the ‘force or even reprimand, if all 
that was set forth in the “Rev. Dr.” 
Combs's affidavit was proven to be the 
gospel truth. Mayor Eaton and other 
members of the commission thought the 
case should be gone into and that 
Capt. Roberts on his own account 
should insist upon the fullest research. 
This was agreeable to the captain and 
to his other attorney, Earl Rogers, also, 
so “Dr.” Combs was called to the wit- 
ness stand to elucidate his sworn al- 
legations. On direct examination 
Combs reiterated the statements con. 
tained in his affidavit. 

“What is your occupation’ ‘ asked At- 
torney Rogers when the witness was

but it is argued that the trust must 
provide for a sale by the trustee ab- 
solutely and at all events.

“A trustee is a person In whom con- 
fidence is reposed.

AN AMERICAN TOURIST DESCRIBES 
OLD ZACATECAS. 


From the Mexican Herald. 


ACATECAS, Feb. 1.—Today we climbed Bufa, and we 

created excitement in one part of Zacatecas. Right 

above this city is a hill, about one thousand feet high 
and sheer, which is shaped like a buffalo, hence called 
Bufa. On top of this hill is a chapel, built in 1728 by a 
Spaniard, and called Los Remedios. Near it is a cross 
twenty feet high, marking a battlefield. 

Of the three churches at Zacatccis, it is the least im- 
portant. We took in all three and know. First we visited 
the church of Guadalupe. One chapel there is the most 
glittering thing from human hands I ever saw. An archi- 
tect, a painter and a cardinal could tegether write a fair 
description of it. No one else would try. What impressed 
me most was the floor of this church; a very ancient, vel- 
vety wood, across which a platoon of heavy-booted police- 
men could walk without making more noise than so many 
cats. Then we went into the-cathedral itself. Its mag- 
nificence of course is beyond one, and the mind, for foot- 
hold grasps some small detail and clings to it. The de- 
tail in this instance was an acoustic charm, probably com- 
mon to all great cathedrals, whereby the air is set quaver- 
ing with the voice of some forty women kneeling in the 
church and telling their beads in unison. Technically, of 
course, this is am echo, but to the ear it is not an echo, 
but an answer to the bent fingers. Most of who re- 
tired, knelt at the door and kissed the floor. 

In the afternoon we set out for the church the hill. 
Something after the fashion of working one of these cir- 
cular puzzles, where you are to reach the center without 
retracing any lines, we dodged in and out of the tortuous 
streets and finally had‘o ask the aid of a policeman, and 
it is wonderful how useless pantomime can render lan- 
guage. Pointed to the hill, pointed up a street, and that 
was all. He smiled, shook his head, raised his hand to 
show the steep ascent, breathed hard to discourage us. We 
insisted. So away we went on a journey few foreigners 
care to attempt. We soon discovered that we were on 
an unusual journey, for while the past week the city has 
had many tourists, the population came to the door and 
chattered and smiled at us and shook their heads. Children 
began tagging after us, out of curiosity, and soon we had 
a procession of thirty half-naked little gots trailing in our 
steps. It was steep from the word “go,” and as the alti- 
tude increased, it was exceedingly laborious, and we began 
to feel that strange taste of blood in the throat which 
comes with high climbing. The policeman, the limits of 
the city being reached, now left us, but the children re- 
mained with us. We soon reached ascents of granite, into 
which had been worn, with hands and knees of the peni- 
tential pilgrims for centuries, grooves. Finally we reached 


fhe top, and ascended the wall by a great flight of stone 


steps, the children remaining below. We went into the 
church and viewed it, but a solitary figure in zatape sway- 
ing before the lighted altar, made sight-séeing seem pro- 
fane, and we tip-toed out again and stood on the wall and 
waved and hat to the watchers below, and 
were answered by all of them, including the policeman’s 
club. When we reached the policeman again he conducted 
us back to the end of his beat, where we knew the way. 
Before leaving Zacatecas, this word: Zacatecas is dying, 
On the night of September 8, 1546, Jean de Tolosa built 
a campfire here. From that fire trickled out a little silver 
thread. In two years a city, a silver city, had 
here. For over four hundred years men delved and brought 
forth silver, and Zacatecas prospered. But the silver is 
pinching out. The mines are coming to be holes in the 
ground. The are poorer and poorer. 
Half of them, I am told, never take their clothes off, and 
sleep on the floor. I saw more here than I 
ever saw before or will ever see again. The plaster is scal-

This is what happened in the plaza under 
this morning.

Tht click and swish of sandaled feet, from soldiers con- 
ducting fifteen convicts to work from the prison near by. 
Every corvict has his zarape; soldiers in white. First two 
convicts have across their shoulders a wooden beam, on 
which is swung between them a barrel with brooms in it. 
Most of the convicts carry crowbars, and each has a little 
woven sack over his back. Soldiers careless; one shoulders 
his gun; another swings his across his back; another car- 
ries arms; soldiers and convict alike sandaled. Just as this 
group swings around eur corner another group meets them. 
One group of convicts gives a uniform cheer cf some length; 
the othcr group answers, seemingly derisively. It is prob- 
ably the Mcxican horse-laugh given in cases of mutual 
misfortune. | 

One convict and soldier are dropped in our plaza. The 
convict is armed with one of the old-fashioned brooms. 
Mother Goose is pictured as riding, round and shaped like 
a shaving brush. He sweeps around in our plaza. Evi- 
dently he doesn’t do it right, for the soldier takes a hand, 
stizes the broom and shows him how. This goes on for — 
some time. The east is flushing red now, and a man 
drives up an immense two-wheeled cart, with some cans 
caged in it. The cart is drawn by three burros. He dis- 
appears, and his cart remains there about an hour. Milk- 
man? think. The watcr peddler comcs along. There is 
balanced cn the burro’s back a wicker pannier, in which 
are set small carthen jugs, containing drinking water from | 
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| the mountains, fcr pure water is marketable here. 


A dark man rides up on a burro, and driving before him 
about six other burros, and across the back of each are 
balanced bags of silver, tightly closed. 

Another group cf burros and drivers follow these burros, 
loaded mountainously high with great circular bandles of 
green stuff, which’ are cornstafks and husks cut up 
mediumly fine. More burros come along, loaded with 
chunks of meat; cthers loaded with bread; other with 
chili. Every criver instead of saying “Get up/” or clucking, 
repeats again and again “S~s-s-s-s,” like the short hiss of 
escaping stcam. At first when you hear this sound you 
rather fancy that the drivers, who are staring at you and 
your strange dress, are guying you by. expressing mock 
surprise. But you learn better. . 

By this time the convict has the trinagular plaza pretty 
well swept and puts all the dirt in that straw bag, and he 
and the soldier march off. 

Then somebody turns the watcr on in the fountain. 
This water is not fit to drink, but is used for washing pur- 
poses. But the people begin to flock in, mostly women 
with jars about two feet and a half high. They dip these 
full from tho fountain, and then load them onto their 
shoulders. This is an interesting operation. I saw no 
woman get the jug to her shoulder unaided. The jugful 
of water is very heavy; the women aid one another. The 
jug is lifted quickly to the left shoulder, while the woman 
reaches up and over with her right hand and grasps the 
top of the jug, the left arm going akimbo. There must be 
two or three hundred women who get water from this 
fountain. Two girls:came up while I was watching, and a 
young fellow helped them with their jugs, and chuckled 
each impartially under the chin and scnt th:m off giggling. 
Then scores of boys appeared, each with square tin cans, 
holding about three gallons, at either cnd of a beam. Fill- 
ing these with water they would walk off with the beam 
over their shoulders, as Chinamen used to be shown in pic- 
tures carrying tea. Afterward three of these boys ap- 
peared on our plaza and proceeded to dash water on the 
cobblestones by the way of sprinkling. |. 

There now rides by some sort of an army officer. He 
has a very big sword. The front of his stirrups are closed 
with plates of silver. His uniform is of dark blue, and is 
plentifully sprinkled with very tiny and inessential silver 
buttons. He has a heavy black beard, which he strokes. 
His is the first heavy beard I have seen in Mexico. The 
sun has now broken into the valley, and many people 
come along selling their wares. One particularly sad- 
voiced individual cries “Pulque! pulque! pulque!” a popu- 
lar drink. Others sell torteas, a kind of pancake. 

A burro gets fractious, and dumps his harness off. It 
takes thirty-two Mexicans to get that harness on again, 
and then they accomplish it at arm’s length. 

The people across the way now begin to stir. All the © 
buildings opposite are brilliantly painted. We discover 
that they are occupied by one family, who are aristocrats. 
About 9 o’clock a carriage, style of 1876, drives up, and a 
man in a silk hat, with a kind of black cape overcoat, 
comes and gets in and goes jolting away ovér the rockiest 
pavement ever laid in this or any other country. 

Four men come along with that dog-trot which every 
peon has, carrying on their shoulders a rough coffin. They 
are bound for the new cemetery. The old one is full, and 
has been locked up. And you wonder if it is true that 
the city, too, is dying and that man will leave it at last, 
to let its catWedral and its graveyards struggle on alone 
along the roa@ to darkness and decay.

TATTOOING IN OLD TIMES, 


IT WAS A COMMON CUSTOM AMONG THE INDIANS- 


OF LOUISIANA. 


[New Orleans Picayune:] Tattooing was a universal 
custom among the Indians of old Louisiana with doth 
sexes. Among the men it possessed a at- 
taching to their career as warriors, and their tattoo marks 
were testimonials of distinction; with the women it 
seems to have been merely a matter of adornment. From 
their girlhood the women caused themse'ves to be tat- 
tooed on the face. Sometimes it was a line of tattooing 
across the top of the nose; sometimes the line was up and 
the chin, and not infrequently the entire upper 
the body was thus marked. The young men of 
tion also subjected themselves to the tattooing 
y being tattooed first on the nose, like the women, 
until they had given evidence of their courage 
y priv.leged to receive tattoo marks on any part 
the body. This testimony of the'r merit as warriors 
reserved for them when they had distinguished them- 
ves in war by killing an cnemy in battle or by bringing © 
them from the field of carnage the scalp of an enemy 
in the fight. When they had thus given evidence 
worthiness to be ranked among the warriors they 
right to tattoo their bodies with emblems and 


which they had proved their valor. | 

Every man and woman among the Indians yielded to 
the arbitrary custom of tattooing, but the watriors, above 
all, were carried away by this sort of vanity, and not ons - 
of that class by any chance allowed his opportunity to 
receive this patent of knighthood to pass by unneglected. 
One of the ordinary methods adopted by a warrior to com- 
memorate a heroic deed in battle, in which he possibly 
had killed or in some way overcome an enemy, was to 
cause a tomahawk to b¢ tattooed upon his right shoulder 
and under it the hieroglyphic sign cf the nation to which 
belonged the conqwered man. | 

The operation of tattooing required considerable forti-. 
tude to be borne without so much as wincing. A design 
was first drawn on the skin, and this design was then 
pricked with six necdles, firmly fastened on a line in a flat 
piece of wood. After this, finely-powdered charcoal was 
rubbed into the punctures made by the needles, leaving an

‘imeffaceable print of the design. The opération caused 


much inflammation, and sometimes fever, which brought 
om severe sickness, in case the patient was neglected while 
the swelling lasted. While the sickness remains the only 
food given was Indian corn, and water was the only drink.

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FIGHTING. THE ICE. 


AMERICAN PROTOTYPES OF THE FA- 
MOUS RUSSIAN ICE BREAKER. 


By a Spectal Contributor. 


ESSELMEN and shipbuil€ers who are interested in 
keeping the ports of the Great Lakes and the St. Law- 
rence open have been generally advised to study the 
great hew Russian ice steamer, Ermack. Without doubt 
she is the most powerful craft of her class ever launched, 
and.she is certainly doing great things for the winter 
commerce of north European ports. But, though built 
on the other side of the Atlantic, under the direction of the 
Russian Admiral Makaroff, the Ermack is essentially an 
American invention. 
From 1881 to 1888 the Straits of Mackinac: were the 
scene of many desperate battles with the ice. Early in 
1880 three railways arrived at the straits—two from the

south and ‘one from the north. Between Mackinaw City, 


the northern terminus of the two southern lines, and St. 


_ Ignace, the southern terminus of the northern one, lay the 


straits’ broad channel, six miles in width from whacf to 


solutely necessary, and the three roads codperated in or- 
ganizing the Mackinac Transportation Company, whose scle 
business was to keep a steamer running continuously, 
summer and winter, across the straits. ~ 

The Algomah, the first boat built for the service, was 
modeled on the tug Pilot of Cronstadt, Russia. The Algo 
mah is only 135 feet long and 33 feet in breadth, but she

“with the ice were watched with intense interest, both at 
St. Ignace and Mackinaw. 


The first winter of the Algomah’s service was compara- 
tively open, and for some time she had things her own 
way. But late in January a howling gale came down the 
straits from the west, bringing great quantities of ice, 
which blocked the channel completely. It tock the Al 
gomah a week, though helped with dynamite, to make 
her way across, and her final victory over the ice was a 
hollow one, for clearly she could not maintain continuous 
navigation. She had little further trouble that winter, 
however, but in the middle of the next January a 37-mile- 
an-hour gale arrived at Mackinac, and the straits began to 
fill up with ice gorges, much as they. had done the pre- 
vious winter. The Algomah left St. Ignace at the height 


‘ef the.storm, and, after battling with the gathering ice 


for two days, succeeded in reaching her wharf at Macki- 
naw City. Starting back, she worked along for two miles, 
and then ran up on to some very heavy ice and hung 
there. Superintendent McCool of one of the three rail- 
roads was sent for and he came down from Marquette on 
a special train, bringing a dynamite expert along. They 
saw at once that the bloc:kade was the worst they had 
encountered and that even with the aid of explosives it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to open a channel 
from shore to shore. 


Superintendent McCool’s Idea. 


But McCool remembered having seen a tug fastened to 
the bank on the Hamburg Canal at Buffalo, and working 
at full speed to make a current and carry off the sewage 
which drained into the ditch. Her wheel was making a 
tremendous disturbance, and McCool conceived the idea that 
a current produced in the same manner and thrown against 
the ice pack might loosen it and wash it to pieces. So 
the Algomah was turned around and the crew made her 
fast by lines and anchors to the solid ice that surrounded 
her. Then the cngine was started ahead, and as she could 
not move forward on account of her moorings, the water 
was forced to move back. The big screw threw a perfect 
Cataract astern. It might not have had much effect 
against a wall of solid ice, but, like most ice gorges on 
either the lakes or the ocean, the frozen windrow in this 
case was composed cf many layers, cakes and fragments, 
and the rushing water, penetrating every crack and cranny 
between them, swept them away as a spring freshet car- 
ries everything im its course. The problem was solved; 
secret of the successful ice 
breaker. Out there in the ice pack of the Straits of Mack- 
inac the Ermack was born.

HOW THE FAMOUS HUMORIST STARTED 
IN NEWSPAPER WORK, ; 


By a Special Contributor. 


HEN I first knew Charles B. Lewis, who signs 

himself ‘M. Quad’ and is the creator of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bowser, the various members of the Lime, 
Kiln Club and the ‘Ariona Kicker’s’ editor,” said Robert 
Barr, the novelist, the other day, “he was writing about 
all these people of his brain for the Detroit Free Press, and 
besides was contributing extensively to almost every de- 
partment of the paper, from the editorial page to the local 


columns. His work appeared in every issue, daily, Sun- 


day and weekly. Some of it was humorous, some pa- 
thetic, some picturesque, while some was ‘just plain copy,’ 
and there was a tremendous lot of it. 

“Yet, despite the variety and volume of his work, Lewis 
used to spend less time in the office than any other man on 
the paper. Each member of the staff had a room to him- 
self, and so could work in perfect seclusion if he were | 
sensitive to the presence of others. M. Quad was more 
sensitive in this respect than almost anyone else I have 
ever known, and did not like to be around the place at all 
when the full force was at work. It was his practice, 
therefore, to appear promptly at noon, just as everybody 
else was going to lunch. I was then a new man on the 
paper and my room was just across the corridor from his. 
I soon learned that M. Quad’s key would be heard turning 
in the lock of his door invariably on the stroke of 12; that

for a solid hour after that time he would work like a 
steam engine; that on the stroke of 1 he would begin to 
prepare for departure and five minutes later would shut 
up his room for the day and go away. 

“Quad and myself became very good fricnds after a bit, 
and for some reason he didn’t mind having me present 
when he was at work. I admired him intensely then, as 
I do now, and I used to go in and watch him put up the 


_ copy. He had a daily, department éntitled ‘Currency’ to 


make, and this was always his first task. He would be- 
gin by glancing hastily over ‘half a dozen of his favorite 
exchanges, occasionally cutting out something that spec- 
ially attracted him, and then he would write the re- 
quired number of ‘Currency’ paragraphs. I don’t remem- 
ber just what his standard was, but he never wrote more 
and he never wrote less—save When, for some reason, one 
or more paragraphs had been dropped out of his contri- 
butions of the previous day. If the standard was twelve 
and only eleven had teen printed, he would write only 
eleven. If the number was diminished the next day by 


_ two, on the following day he would write only nine. When 


the number would dwindle too much, Mr. Quinby, the edi- 
tor, would suggest a return to the old standard, and then 
Lewis would ‘begin all over again. “ After he had finished 
the ‘Currency’ copy, he would turn out a ‘Bowser,’ or a 
‘Lime Kiln Club’ sketch or perhaps a seemingly truthful 
account of an amusing local incident. 

“In those old days the Free Prees fairly bristled with 


- little ‘single heads,’ two or three sticks in length, telling 


how some. stranger or citizen had said or done some funny 
thing. Each of these little sketches was chcerfully. lo- 
cated cn some well-known street or square or in some prom- 
inent building, and, thoygh almost always wholly imag- 
inary, the stories were told with such realism that the 
readers invariably believed them.

But what is Japan doing? | 

She is by no means idle, I can tell you. Her prepara- 
tions are going on both openly and in secret. She is per- 
fecting her military organization, and she could fill Korca 
with troops within a few weeks. She has today one of 
the best fleets of war vessels afloat, and is, it is believed 
here, far better prepared for a long struggle than Russia. 

Japan has her spies all over the Chinese empire. They 
are Japanese who understand and speak the Chinese lan- 
guage quite as well as the natives, who wear pigtails like 
the Chinese and are supposed to be Chinese. The great 
variety of dialects and features in the different provinces 
of China makes such spying comparatively easy. These 


spies are in the employ of the Japancse government, and. 


make regular reports to it. Some of them are supposed 
to be Chinese merchants; others are employed.on the Chi- 
nese ships, and they are to be found even in Peking.

RICHARD WAGNER. 


THE GREAT REFORMER OF DRAMATIC 
MUSIC AND HIS WORK.

ICHARD WAGNER was an undoubted gen‘us with all 

the failings pertaining to the species. He was in hot 

water nearly all bis life, quarreled with nearly every 
one, thought himself the greatest musician of history (as 
many others probably think,) was arrogant, cgotistical, 
vain, but nevertheless a poet, dramatist and musician 
who has changed the whole course of modern musical 
composition. There are still those who sucer at Wagncrian 
music (largely because they know nothing about it,) and 
insist that it is nothing but weird noises and incompre- 
hensible phrasing. It makes no difference whether one 
prefers Verdi to Wagner or not (why there should be any 
discussion is inexplicable, because there is no reason why 


| one should not enjoy both equally weil,) the fact remains 


that the principles of musical compésition laid down by 
Richard Wagner have dominated almost all composition 
since that time. Whether it be a new French or Italian 
opera thet is produced, the influence of Wagner is every- 
where dominant. 

“When Cavalleria Rusticana” was first produced, though 
it was full of Italian fire and melody, the influence of 
the great German master was at once noted. It was the 
same when Puccini’s “La Bohime” was first heard. In- 
deed, Verdi, when past 79, produced “Otello” in a manner 
that betrayed tco well how much he had been influenced 


by the great master of the north. The reason for this is 


that Wagner, first of all composers, put grand ofcra on its 
proper and permanent foundations. Before this, opera was 


| principally a collection of aria—part music, and choruses 


strung together with rome important cto-y ranmaing through 
which amounted to little. It was the singers and tieir 
particular songs which interested the public. The o-chestra 
furnished merely an accompaniment, while scenery, stage 
management and the art of acting were largely ignored. 
This is not denying that the music was beautiful, often 
voluptuous, but it was not opera in the highest and best 
sense. 

It was Wagner who first insisted cn four ideas, which he 
himself wrought out: First, there must be a pocom great 
enough to stand by itself. Then it must have dramatic 
action lending itself to the highest form of art and me- 
chanical stagecraft. Then the music must havo abzolute 
relation to the theme; and, finally, the orchestration must 
be an integral part of the whole to amplify and in part 
explain the themes. There was system about this that 
soon brovght its reward. It was founded on the highcst 
artistic consideration. Perhaps thcre is no mozc popular 
operatic number than the “mad scene” from “Lucia,” with 
flute obligato. It is wonderful in its musical beauty, 
calling for the most perfect human vocalization, but prob- 
ably nothing can be conceived that is further remeved 


.| from what would actually take place under the c.rcum- 


stances. If Wagner had written it there would have been 
a “mad scene” inieed, and cn apparently m:d woman sinz- 
ing it, ‘while the orchestra poured forth tragic music 
which would portray the sad state of a noble mind over- 
thrown until the audience would shudder at the close, 
instead of, as now, demanding joyous recalls. 

This illustrates in some degree what Wagner tried to de. 
He wanted the audience to get hold of his subject by every 
possible appeal. The eye, ear, intellect, imagination and 
sensibilities were played on in every possible way to 
heighten effects. He succeeded so well that all the world 
has followed him, and he stands today the undisputed 
master. 

There are those, of course, who do not understand or ap- 
preciate Wagner. There are those who scoff at the idea 
that one needs to be educated to music. These sam per- 
sons, however, will admit that their own musical tastes 
have been constantly growing. Thcy like to hear Chop_n, 
when once they were satisfied with the “Black Key Ma- 
zourka.” “The Old Homestead” is cone of the most popular 
plays ever produced, and deservedly so, but who wouid’ 
think of placing it on an intellectual cr artistic plane with 
“Othello” or “Hamlet?” There are few men rash cnough 
to say they do not cnjoy Shakespeare, yet to German 
opera Wagner is all that Shakespeare was to the English 
drama, and far more. There are two things which the 
cultured mind must necessarily avoid—ignorance and big- 
otry. When a person derides Wagner in strong terms it is 
pretty certain that it is owing to one cr the other of 
these blights on the human development. Probably the 
ignorant person will say that he does not like Wagner 
because his music is not beautiful. That has been said a 
million times by ignorant people, yet if any more beauti- 
ful music was ever written than Wagner has given us it 
Not that he was the 
only composer—that would be absurd to say, but in his 
long career he ran the whole gamut of human cmotions 
and produced the most beautiful and sublimest of music.

There was no wagon road after we left the valley, 
though doubtless there had been Spanish carts in the cafion 
before us. After our noon lunch, and while resting the 
team, we explored the grove of magnificent old oaks which 
we now call the Orange County Park. I thought then, 
as I still think, that it is one of the prettiest bits of moun- 
tain scenery in Southern California. It presented much 
the same appearance then as now, with the exception that 
there was then a more luxuriant growth of vines and under- 
brush, and it was a trifle wilder looking. The oaks were 
then almost literally covered with the graceful wild grape 
vines, most of which have since perished, some from the 
vine disease, but many from wanton destruction at the 
hands of those who have alsg mutilated the trees, for the 
purpose of hacking their initials thereon. This vandalism. 
has, happily, been stopped now by the park authorities, 
but the traces of it will disfigure the trees for many a 


year. The grand old oaks themselves show no perceptible | da 


growth in a space of forty years. 

After enjoying the scenery at the grove to our heart’s 
content, we drove on up.the cafion. There had been some 
rain a short time before, and the young grass was cover- 
ing the landscape with a carpet of green. In sheltered 
spots it was about two inches in height. We found the 
last water in the main cafion, about a mile above the 
picnic ground. We came on about a mile farther, and, find- 
ing mo more traces of water, some of us went out to 
explore the side cafions. We judged from appearances 
that we were in good hunting grounds, and were anxious 
to find a suitable camping place. Finally water and a 
fine camp ground were found about half a mile up the 
Horca (known now as the Fremont) Cafion Here we 
found the camper’s three requisites, wood, water and grass.

The brush was very 
and we knew that it was not safe to follow a bear in 
such a place, so we climbed up an open ridge to the 
hoping from this point of vantage to get a sight of him 
in the thicket, where we were sure he was hidden. We 
also knew that we must keep above him, instead cf below, 
for safety in case of an attack. One of the party at least 
had had considerable experience in bear hunting. 

We failed to get a sight of him from the ridge, so we 
traveled on fcr several miles, circling the brush, and bring- 
ing up about a mile and a half up the cafion from where 
we first saw the track. The caiion at this po-nt is narrow 
and brushy for a considerable distance. The cast side is 
covered by dense thickets, but the west side is compara- 
tively open. We made our way back down the caiion bed 
with considerable caution; carefully watching the east 
side, expecting any moment to get sight of the bear, or at 
least to locate him by the rustling of the brush. Suddenly 
we heard a cracking of brush and a puffing, angry sound, 
like thé blowing of a frightened, angry hog, not fifty 
yards away, and we knew the bear had scented us. We 
quickly ram up the opposite side of the cafion from him, 
to where we could see over the tops of the trees which 
grew in the bottom of the creek, and made ready for the 
attack. From this point we could see him now and then 
through the chamisal, as he made for the ridge that led 
directly from us. Then he stopped as if to listen. He cvi- 
dently wished to locate us. There he stood in plain sight, 
at a range of about one hundred yeris. Three of us were | 
to shoot—two in successicn, the:more experienced man te 
wait a little to give the other a chance for their share of 
the sport. One shot, the second gun, snapped. This first 
shot only seemed to enrage the bear, who continued to 
climb on up the mountain side, which was very stee 
We could not see him for a time, but could mark 
path by the waving brush, the angry growling and th2 
rolling stones.

Quail 
were then scen in flocks of hundreds. We wero all glad 
that afternocn for a chance to rest; and were lying 
stretched on the grass, dreaming cf new worlds to con. 
quer, when Mr. Barrows aroused us to announce that ht 
thought it would be best to stait for home the next day. 
Now we had expected to stay ten days, and as this would 
shorten our stay to five, it was disappointing to say the 
least. But his arguments along the line of the unneces- 
sary slaughter of game were strong, and we all knew that 
we had a great deal more on hand than could be used 
before spoiling, to say nothing of kill'ng any more. So we 
had to yield to his superior wisdom. Though deep down in 
our inner consciousness we boys felt, though we dared not 
say it, that the fact that Mr. Barrows had left a sweet- 
heart in Los Angelts had something to do with h's anxiety 
to shorten our trip.

ICTOR H. LOWE, entomologist of the New York State

scientists. They figure on its return about as an astron-

Some Facts About Rag Carpets. 
I have had so many anxious inquires about rag carpets 


that I have endeavered recently to inform myself thor-

oughly in regard to them, for the benefit of my readers. 


I will state a few practical facts which will answer sev- 
eral letters in ome. The great drawback to many who 
really wisi for a rag carpet is that they do not wish to 
sew the rags themselves, but are desirous of havirg them 
sewed where the carpet is woven. I have been able to 
find but one place where the weavers are willing to do 
thisPand that is down in the country near Downey. An 
old couple there will sew and weave for 25 conts a yard— 
20 cents for weaving and 5 cents for sewing the rags. They 
furnish the warp. One and a quarter pounds of rags make 
a yard of carpeting. Wishing to have twenty yards of 
blue and white carpeting woven, I had a bolt of blue 
calico, sixty-five yards, weighed; it weighed eight pounds 
end ten cunces. And I was told that it would take about 
two hundred yards of material before it is torn into strips 
to weave my twenty yards of carpet. If blue calico and 
unbleached white cotton are bought at 3 cents per yard, 
the new, raw material will cost $6. Old cloth, however, 
works up more softly and closely than new goods, and the 
rags can be dyed any color. I have seen some beautiful 
mats and small rugs in black and yellow which wire made 
entirely of old underwear. The tone of the yellow was a 
soft, rich saffron. No prettier or more durable covering 
for a yellow room, which is treated simply, could be 
thought of than these rugs. They are really very hand- 
some om a dark, polished floor. An especially rich effect 
may also be obtained by having the rags in two shades 
of the same color, such as two shades of mulberry red or 
two shades of green. Door curtains are also very effective

Buy your furs in Paris 
or Berlin! Why? Because every one is going there. 

For years London was the great fur market. English 
furs were the fashion—as they still are to some extent. 
But sce what the figures show. Our business with Great 
Britain jumped only $300,000 between 1897 and 1899— 
from $1,076,coo in 1897, which was greater at that time 
than the business of any other nation, to $1,373,000 in 
1899, whereas our purchases from France actually doubled, 
making the total amount of fur money paid that country 
in 1899 over $1,800,000, or $500,000 more than the business 
with England—a good record for fashion’s dictates in two 
years. German furs are also coming into great popularity, 
our purchases jumping from %750,c0o im 1897, to over 
$1,133,000 in 1899—a total very nearly equal to that of 
Great Britain. We also buy more furs than ever before 
in Belgium, the amount having more than doubled in the 
two years from 1897 and 1899, although the total is still / 
under $500,000. Why 
‘come so suddenly popular to the detriment of English furs 
‘the fat book does not say, but society must have its own 
good reasons and fashion must be followed, even when it 
‘leads away from the Anglo-Saxon. 

From 1890.to 1897—all through the hard times—our 
glove money wavered between $6,000,000 and nearly §8,- 
000,000 a year, never falling below $6,000,000 except in 
one year, 1894, and exceeding $7,000,000 in two years— 
1893 and 1896. But when 1898 and good times came again 
with more money to buy fine gloves the amount expended 
suddenly decreased from nearly $7,000,000 in 1897 to only 
$5,789,000 in 1898—a loss of over $1,000,000. Last year, 
1899, showed a slight improvement, but the amount was 
still a good deal short of $6,000,000. Im passing it is in- 
teresting to note that Germany keeps its popularity in the 
supply of ordinary gloves, but the finest and most fashion- 
able makes come from Paris. We bought last year about 
$2,000,000 worth of gloves from Germany. : 

Society is furnishing its home more elegantly than ever 
before. The very best furniture in the world is made 
right here in the United States, antiques, heirlooms and 
all, but the importation of mahogany, used in the manu- 
facture of the finest furniture, will show the tendency. 
In 1897 the United States bought over $657,000 worth of 
mahogany. In 1898 this sum increased to almost $800,000, 
and in 1899 there was a 50 per cent. increase, the total 
amount expended being a little less than $1,245,000—or 
double what it was two years before. Mahogany is yearly 
growing more expensive, but it must be had at any price. 
Then there is the matter of the little gimcracks of cabinet 
ware and furniture, such as the Germans and Swiss de- 
light in turning out. In 1899 we imported over $315,000 
worth of articles of this kind, against less than’ $265,000 
worth in 1897, showing how we are becoming more luxu- 
rious in‘ another way.

| INVITATIONS FOR THIS POPULAR AMUSEMENT 


ARE NOW FLYING ABOUT. 
By a Special Contribu or. 


The advance preparations for a possip party are simple 
enough; and yet, a little ingenuity is required. -After it 
has been ascertained through the invitations that an equal 
number of men and women are to be present, a small 
amount of arithmetic comes into play. For as long as it 
is desired that the game continue, topics of conversation 
or gossip should be chosen, always allowing five minutes 
to each subject, or planning twelve points to be discussed 
to the hour. These subjects of conversation should then 
be written upon cards which, all in good time, are handed 
around to the guests. | 

Tke selection of the topics should be witty, and, above 
all, up to date. As an instance of eubjects-that usually 
go are, “Brown eyes or blue; historic atmosphere; any 
startling bit of news the town or city has lately afforded; 
flirtations and salads.” Places then must, of course, be 
provided that these respective subjects may be comfortably 
discussed. On a cofa, therefore, will be attached the number 
one; chairs in atother cosy corner will be labeled two; 
and in a similar way as many places are numbered as 
there are~couples expected. In the beginning these num- 
bers are drawn for, and the girl and man that pull out 
one, or two, or three will hunt about until they find a 
resting place marked with the like number. Usually the 
hostess acts as mistress of ceremony. When all~ have 
taken their places she taps a little bell, and anrounces 
that the first subject of conversation on the cards is to 
claim the attention. All then begin, and for the next five 
minutes it is chatted about mightily. At the end of that . 
time the bell again rings; the men arise from their seats;

Bathing in Electric Light. : 


which, When acted upon by electric heat and light rays, 
ate completely banished from the sufferer’s body. Strong 
electric light is thrown on the seat of suffering; the pa- 
tient basks in a bath of light and heat, experiencing noth- 
ing but pleasant sensations, and, in most cases, an imme- 
diate and comforting sense of relief from pain. A 
in Pearson’s Magazine says: - ™ 
'“The apparatus which enables patients to bathe in 
electric light is extremely simple. To an adjustable 
stand are fitted two large copper or nickel-plated reflectors, 
which can be moved in any direction. If a patient is 
lying in bed, reflectors are placed on either side, adjusted 
to the exact position for locating the rays where desired. 
On the reflecting surfaces are the electric lamps, which 
radiate the luminous heat rays. The heat may be regu- 


ber of lamps, or by means of a special regulator which 
controls the electric current. Those parts of the body, 
such as the armpits, or shoulders, which it would be im- 
possible to treat locally with other arrangements, are 
easily dealt with by the new system. 

“When the patient is in the right position, and is com- 
fortably settled (he may be fully clothed, or covered with 
blankets, without affecting the power of the rays,) the cur- 
rent is turned on, and heat and light of considerable in- 


thermometer will register 300 deg. Fahrenheit. I have seen 
patients chatting cheerfully, and experiencing no incon- 
venience, while an affected limb has been exposed to heat 
rays at a temperature of 400 deg. It might be supposed 
that such a heat as this would roast a limb! Undoubtedly 
there would be evil results were it mot for the important 
fact that dry heat is employed, which evaporates perspira- 
tion as soon as it appears on the body. X 

“The baths usually last for forty minutes, or an hour, 
and it is to this prolonged application of the brilliant 
light and the intense heat, bearable under no other circum- 
stances, that the marvelous results are mainly due. The 


applied to the body without heating the surrounding air; 
they may be partially screened, so that they fall only on 
one spot, as on an arm, or hand; or they may be diffused, 
and caused to heat the air surrovinding the patient. “As 
a rule, better results are obtained when a complete body 
bath is taken, even when the ailment to be treated is only 
in one limb or joint. 

“The result of the bath is that a free perspiration breaks 
out over the whole body, even when the rays are applied 
only locally; at the same time the body temperature is 
raised as much as 1, 2, or even 3 deg., a physiological 
effect hitherto regarded as impossible. There is an in- 
creased circulation of the blood; the pulse increases in fre- 
quency, and also the respiration, but a few minutes after 
the bath pulse, respiration and temperature return to their 
normal or previous condition—while an hour later the pulse 
ts found to be slower and stronger than before, especially 
in the case of patients with weak hearts. With painful 
afflictions, the pain is almost immediately relieved on the 
application of the rays. After the bath the whole body 
is briskly rubbed with a dry towel, and perhaps massaged— 
and the patient rises from his bed a new man. 

“The peculiarity of the heat supplied by the electric 
lamps is that the rays acquire no medium, but may be 
radiated directly on to the body, even through a glass 
screen, or in a vacuum.

Water at Indio. 


NDIO, on the Colorado Desert, has until within the past 
few years been regarded as one of the most hopelessly 
arid sections of Southern California. It is quite probable, 
however, that before long the Indio section may be trans- 
formed into another Riverside. A Riverside man who re- 
_ cently returned from Indio, has been giving the Enterprise 
some information regarding the development of water in 
the Indio country. One of those who have beon successful 
in this way is J. L. Casebeer, who owns a tract of land 
about three-fourths of a mile south of Iniio. The Enter- 
prise says: 

“Casebeer was only four days sending a well down to a 
depth of soo fcet, and has a fine stream of two and a half: 
inches of the valuable liquid. The work of sinking the well 
was accomplishcd very satisfactory by the use of hydraulic 
machinery.

Irrigation Around Yuma. 


CORRESPONDENT writes from Glamis, Ariz: 

: “The southwestern corner of Arizona is experiencing 
quite an irrigation boom. South of Yuma, between that 
place and the Mexican line, all the irrigable land, some 12,- 
ooo acres, has been taken up within the past ycar and is 
being subjected to irrigation through the medium of a large 
gravity ditch and two pumping plants. , 

“But the most promising field in that line is the Cibola 
colony, which is located some sixty-five miles north of 
Yuma, by river*stcamer, and thirty-five miles north of 
Glamis, on the Southern Pacific Railroad, by wagon road, 

“In the autumn of 1898 a company was incorporated for 
the purpose of irrigating 22,000 acres of land immediately 
adjoining the Colorado River, and operations on a large 
gravity ditch were commenced and rapidly pushed to com- 

. pletion. Water was sold to each settler, on the basis of 
one share to each forty acres, at the price of $100 per 
share, and before the expiration of a year the entire 500 
shares of the incorporation were sold to bona fide settlers.
